Dear  Fellow  Members  —  In  this 
issue  you  will  find  an  official  ballot 
and  an  envelope  to  be  used  in  mail¬ 
ing  your  ballot  to  the  secretary. 
Before  you  do  anything  else,  take  a 
few  minutes  and  cast  your  vote  for 
those  persons  whom  you  wish  to 
lead  TNA  for  the  next  two  years.  All 
members  may  vote  for  the  top  five 
officers.  You  may  vote  only  for  that 
governor  for  the  district  in  which 
you  reside.  If  you  don’t  know  your 
district  number,  it  is  shown  on  your 
membership  card.  Out-of-staters 
should  vote  only  for  the  top  five 
officers.  Junior  members  do  not 
have  a  vote  nor  do  clubs  or  chap¬ 
ters. 

An  election  in  TNA  is  held  only 
every  two  years.  Certainly  it  is  not 
too  much  to  ask  of  you  to  vote.  We 
have  a  total  membership  of  1,200 
members  and  I’d  like  to  see  at  least 
a  50%  vote.  More  than  that  would  be 
even  better.  For  the  first  time  in 
several  years  we  have  more  than 
one  candidate  for  the  top  three  offi¬ 
ces.  This  gives  you,  the  member,  a 
choice.  Exercise  your  right  to  make 
a  selection  and  VOTE. 

Your  secretary,  my  wife,  con¬ 
tinues  to  get  dues  payments  at  the 
now  older  rates.  This  causes  her 
additional  work  which  neither  of  us 
likes.  There  was  no  change  in  the 
regular  membership  dues  but  both 
junior  and  associate  member  dues 
are  $5.00  annually.  Life  member¬ 
ship  dues  have  advanced  to  $200.00.

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CANDIDATES  SHARE  VIEWS  &  IDEAS  - 
REFLECTS  SOLID  FUTURE  FOR  TNA 


All  of  the  candidates  for  contested  offices  in  the  Texas  Numismatic  Associ¬ 
ation  election  have  been  given  this  opportunity  to  present  their  ideas  and 
views  of  certain  important  issues.  Specifically,  they  were  asked  to  respond  to 
how  they  would  improve  TNA  in  the  areas  of  numismatic  education,  in¬ 
creased  membership,  additional  service  and  better  relationship  with  our 
dealers  and  additional  services  for  all  classes  of  TNA  membership.  (Res¬ 
ponses  are  printed  in  the  order  they  were  received.) 


FOR  PRESIDENT  - 
RAYMOND  E.  WHYBORN 

Education  is  the  number  one 
priority  and  I  intend  to  assure  that 
TNA  takes  the  leadership  role  in 
providing  numismatic  education. 
We  have  some  of  the  most  knowl¬ 
edgeable  numismatists  in  the  world 
among  our  members  which  include 
writers,  catalogers,  teachers,  edi¬ 
tors,  publishers,  instructors,  etc., 
who  have  an  unlimited  amount  of 
talent  from  which  to  draw.  We  can, 
and  should,  develop  course  outlines 
or  even  complete  courses  in  numis¬ 
matic  subjects  to  be  used  by  TNA, 
other  numismatic  organizations,  or 
even  public  schools  and  institutions 
of  higher  learning.  We  should  also 
prepare  notes,  outlines  or  even  com¬ 
pletely  prepared  scripts  for  short 
programs  on  various  numismatic 
subjects  to  be  given  either  at  club 
meetings  or  as  programs  for  civic 
and  business  gatherings. 

Increasing  TNA  membership  is 
really  the  easiest  task  facing  us.  1 
found  this  past  year  that  signing  up 
new  members  was  extremely  sim¬ 
ple.  There  are  many  potential 
members  out  there  waiting  to  be 
asked  to  join.  As  we  become  more 
responsive  to  our  members'  various 
needs,  more  collectors  will  be  at¬ 
tracted  to  our  Association  to  share 
our  benefits  and  to  enjoy  our  cama¬ 
raderie 


We  have  been  extremely  remiss  in 
showing  support  and  respect  to  our 
hard  working  dealers.  For  too  long 
we  have  come  to  expect  them  to 
provide  not  only  the  material  that 
we  collect,  but  also  to  provide  much 
of  the  revenue  with  which  to  operate 
this  Association.  With  our  economy 
being  severely  strained  many  of  our 
dealers  are  experiencing  some  real 
hardships  and  severe  difficulties. 
We  have  been  quite  quick  to  criticize 
them,  but  we  have  been  very  slow  to 
recognize  and  understand  their 
problems.  We  need  to  understand 
their  problems  and  work  with  them 
to  resolve  our  mutual  difficulties. 

Our  greatest  service  to  our  mem¬ 
bers  should  be  education.  Many 
long  hours  of  hard  work  by  some 
very  dedicated  members  have  re¬ 
sulted  in  our  library  being  relocated 
to  Abilene.  In  addition  to  inventory¬ 
ing,  checking  and  cleaning  the 
books  and  printed  material,  the 
slide  sets  have  been  reviewed  and 
are  in  the  process  of  being  repaired 
and  refurbished.  We  have  a  large 
investment  in  this  terribly  under¬ 
used  library  and  we  certainly  need 
to  promote  its  use  by  our  members. 
We  also  need  to  add  more  books  on 
specialized  subjects  and  other  ma¬ 
terial.  including  video  tapes,  to 
further  enhance  our  educational 
capability  Reference  books  that  are 
used  rather  infrequently  or  that  are 
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too  expensive  for  the  average  mem¬ 
ber  to  purchase  should  be  available 
through  our  library.  We  need  to 
actively  solicit  additional  donations 
and  memorial  gifts  and,  perhaps, 
even  seek  publishers'  contributions 
or  overstock  for  use  in  our  library. 
Above  all,  we  need  to  promote  the 
use  of  our  library  and  its  material  to 
clubs  as  well  as  individual  mem¬ 
bers. 

Regardless  of  which  candidates 
are  finally  selected,  we  urge  you  to 
get  behind  them  solidly  and  support 
them  in  their  efforts  to  manage  our 
dynamic,  growing  Association. 

FOR  PRESIDENT: 

GERALD  KENDALL 

The  youth  programs  in  TNA  seem 
to  be  down  played  in  many  places.  I 
want  to  work  more  closely  with  the 
youth  chairman,  Ralph  Ross,  in 
various  ways.  One  program  I 
should  like  to  see  instituted  is  an 
annual  theme  contest  with  the  win¬ 
ners  given  special  recognition  and 
awards.  Also,  the  winners  themes 
could  be  published  in  the  TNA 
News. 

I,  for  one,  do  not  feel  that  “hard 
politics"  has  any  place  in  an  organ¬ 
ization  such  as  ours.  I  do  feel  that 
we  should  spend  much  more  time 
pushing  education  than  we  do.  We 
maintain  a  good  library  for  the 
benefit  of  the  members  and  member 
clubs.  I  understand  that  this  library 
is  not  given  a  great  deal  of  activity 
by  the  membership.  If  we,  the  mem¬ 
bers,  do  not  use  it,  we  are  the  losers 
of  the  great  wealth  of  information 
which  we  have  at  our  fingertips. 

Some  members  and  dealers  have 
indicated  to  me  that  they  do  not 
have  enough  input  into  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  organization.  I  would 

fi 


like  to  see  a  forum  established  so 
that  this  input  could  be  made.  The 
issues  could  be  discussed  and,  if 
applicable,  accepted  for  the  benefit 
of  all.  I,  for  one,  do  not  like  “cam¬ 
paign  promises”  for,  many  times, 
this  is  simply  an  avenue  to  get  votes 
with  no  thought  on  the  part  of  the 
promiser,  to  keep  them.  However,  I 
do  plan  to  promote  my  favorite  sub¬ 
jects,  exhibiting  and  judging.  I 
would  like  to  see  the  creation  of  a 
battery  of  judges  who  could  serve  at 
the  state  and  local  level  as  well. 

At  this  point,  I  feel  that  all  of  the 
appointed  officers  are  functioning 
smoothly  and  efficiently.  I  DO  NOT 
intend  to  start  making  changes  in 
these  areas.  Only  if  an  office  be¬ 
comes  open  do  I  intend  to  replace 
that  officer. 

The  undeniable  fact  is  that  the 
dealer  is  paying  the  bill  for  the 
show.  I  am  also  aware  that  there  is 
some  dissatisfaction  among  these 
ranks.  Not  all  of  the  dealers,  but 
some  and,  perhaps,  justifiably  so.  I 
will  be  open  to  hear  these  situa 
tions.  I  do  not  have  any  medicine¬ 
man-snake-oil  cure  for  every  ill.  But 
I  do  have  some  thoughts  and  sug¬ 
gestions  on  the  matter.

MAC  KENNADY 

NUMISMATIC  EDUCATION: 
We  could  establish  a  TNA  Speakers 
Bureau  which  would  be  made  up  of 
no  less  than  one  speaker  in  each 
district.  This  speaker  could  he  the 
District  Governor  and  or  any  oth¬ 
ers  who  feel  that  they  could  devote 
the  time  to  such  a  project.  In  the 
major  cities  several  speakers  would 
probably  he  needed.  Libraries, 
Chambers  of  Commerce,  School 
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Districts  and  others  could  be  con¬ 
tacted  when  offering  our  services. 
This  should  do  much  for  numisma¬ 
tic  education  as  well  as  making  our 
State  Association  better  known. 

In  the  TNA  Library,  located  in 
Abilene,  we  have  an  excellent 
source  of  numismatic  information. 
Since  November  1988,  34  new  vol¬ 
umes  have  been  added.  These  vol¬ 
umes  are  ready  to  be  requested  by 
the  TNA  members.  A  list  of  these 
new  books  will  soon  be  published  in 
the  TNA  NEWS. 

INCREASING  TNA 
MEMBERSHIP: 

Additional  members  could  be  rec¬ 
ruited  through  the  Speakers  Bureau 
plan.  As  coin  shows  and  conven¬ 
tions  are  attended,  TNA  members 
who  are  present  should  ask  non¬ 
members  to  join.  I’d  like  to  see,  at 
each  coin  convention,  a  table  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  recruiting  of  new 
members.  During  1988  we  had  60 
members  recruit  one  or  more  new 
members.  That  sounds  like  a  lot  of 
members  working  to  increase  mem¬ 
bership  but  out  of  a  total  TNA 
membership  of  1,200,  60  is  not  an 
impressive  figure.  Generally, 
simply  asking  a  non-member  to  join 
is  all  it  takes.  WHEN  DID  YOU 
LAST  ASK  SOMEONE  TO  .JOIN 
TNA? 

INCREASING  SERVICES  ANI) 
BETTERING  RELATIONS 
WITH  DEALERS: 

Our  dealer  members  provide  a 
great  deal  of  the  financial  support 
for  TNA  through  the  rental  of 
bourse  tables  at  our  annual  conven¬ 
tions.  It  behooves  TNA  to  see  that 
dealer  check-in  and  check-out  at 
conventions  is  made  as  simple  as 
possible.  Adequate  security  MUST 
be  provided  The  dealer’s  inventory 


is  his  livelihood  and  no  reasonable 
effort  should  be  spared  to  see  that  il 
is  protected. 

Local  and  area  advertising  is  an 
important  key  to  a  successful  con 
vention.  This  lets  the  public  know  of 
the  convention,  increases  traffic, 
which,  in  turn,  improves  sales  for 
the  dealers. 

TNA  should  continue  to  charge 
the  least  possible  table  fee  in  order 
to  hold  down  dealers'  convention 
costs. 

INCREASING  SERVICES  TO 
ALL  CLASSES  OF  MEMBER¬ 
SHIP: 

At  each  TNA  convention  I'd  like 
to  have  a  table  manned  by  knowl¬ 
edgeable  TNA  members  who  would 
be  willing  to  render  an  opinion 
whether  a  given  coin  is  genuine  and 
as  represented.  ANA  provides  this 
service  but  their  authenticators  are 
not  always  at  the  TNA  conventions. 

TNA  could  establish  an  arbitra¬ 
tion  committee.  This  committee 
would  be  called  upon  to  try  to  settle, 
to  the  satisfaction  of  all  parties  con¬ 
cerned,  disputes  which  might  arise 
between  the  collector  and  the  deal¬ 
er. 

I'd  like  to  see  seminars  on  coun¬ 
terfeit  and  altered  coins,  and  on 
grading,  held  on  a  regular  basis  in 
different  parts  of  the  state.  These 
topics  are  so  important  to  collectors.

INCREASING  MEMBERSHIP: 

1  Sponsored  a  year's  free  dues  for 
any  person  signing  up  12  or  more 
new’  members. 

2.  Founded  the  Emily  B.  Garner 
Award,  a  $50  Bond  for  the  Junior 
Member  who  signs  up  the  most  new 
Junior  Members  each  year. 

3.  Sponsored  the  printing  of  mem¬ 
bership  applications  in  the  bulletin 
to  get  more  applications  into  the 
hands  of  the  members. 

4.  Recommended  the  elimination 
of  the  3-year  waiting  period  for  Life 
Membership. 

5.  Recommend  a  crime  tips  page  in 
the  TNA  News.

RELATIONSHIPS: 

1.  Move  to  form  a  Dealer  Advisory 
Committee  to  work  with  the  Board. 

2.  Recommend  the  appointment  of 
the  President  of  the  Texas  Coin 
Dealers  Association  to  Board  mem¬ 
bership. 

PROVIDING  MEMBER 
SERVICES: 

1.  Sponsored  a  Crimestoppers 
Reward  Fund  for  TNA  Members 
(Voted  down  as  unnecessary). 

2.  Studied  our  TNA  Convention 
and  recommended  changes  (inde¬ 
pendently  substantiated)  to  make  it 


more  responsive  to  dealers  and 
members  alike.  Still  pending  after

3.  Will  recommend  an  arbitration 
board  to  help  settle  disputes  be¬ 
tween  collectors  and  dealers.

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FOR  2ND  VICE  PRESIDENT: 
MICHAEL  GREENSPAN 

WHAT  ARE  YOUR  VIEWS  ON 
AND  IDEAS  FOR  IMPROVING 
TNA  ON  THESE  ISSUES? 

NUMISMATIC  EDUCATION: 
TNA  should  establish  an  Education 
Committee  to  explore  the  educa¬ 
tional  possibilities.  At  the  very  min¬ 
imum,  TNA  should  sponsor  grading 
and  authentication  seminars  in 
conjunction  with  major  Texas 
shows  such  as  the  TNA  Convention 
and  the  Houston  Money  Show.  In 
addition,  TNA  might  provide  free 
meeting  space  at  these  shows  to 
attract  regional  meetings  of  special¬ 
ized  numismatic  groups  with  the 
understanding  that  members  of  the 
group  would  provide  educational 
programs  for  collectors.  One  prop¬ 
osal  I  would  like  to  advance  is  a 
TNA-sponsored  continuing  educa¬ 
tion  course  for  community  colleges 
or  local  school  districts.  I  would  be 
willing  to  help  develop  and  teach 
such  a  course  if  it  were  authorized. 

INCREASING  TNA  MEMBER¬ 
SHIP:  It’s  difficult  to  get  people  to 
join  any  numismatic  organization 
if  that  organization  hasn’t  been 
very  visible  or  the  benefits  of  mem¬ 
bership  are  not  well  publicized.  On 
an  experimental  basis,  TNA  might 
promote  membership  by  offering 
free  membership  for  the  first  year  to 
all  new  applicants.  We  could  use  a 
theme  like  "Try  us  on  for  size,”  or 
"Try  it,  you’ll  like  it.”  But  TNA  will 
grow  only  if  members  and  potential 
members  feel  the  services  provided 
are  worth  their  attention.  That’s  the 
challenge  —  to  identify  and  then 
provide,  on  a  continuing  basis,  the 
services  that  the  members  want. 


INCREASING  SERVICES 
AND  BETTERING  RELA¬ 
TIONS  WITH  DEALERS:  My 

thoughts  on  dealer  relations  are 
well-known.  If  dealers  don't  support 
TNA  or  buy  bourse  space  at  the 
TNA  Convention,  there  simply 
would  not  be  any  TNA.  1  don't  think 
dealers  are  particularly  demanding; 
they  pay  high  prices  for  travel, 
bourse  space,  security,  etc.  and  they 
would  like  to  be  treated  with  profes¬ 
sionalism  and  respect.  Ease  of  deal¬ 
er  registration,  decent  and  reasona¬ 
bly-priced  food  service  and  rooms, 
adequate  advertising  in  the  local 
and  state  periodicals,  and  excellent 
security  are  among  my  expectations 
to  continue  to  attract  dealers  to 
TNA  and  our  conventions. 

INCREASING  SERVICES  TO 
ALL  CLASSES  OF  TNA  MEM¬ 
BERSHIP:  Obviously,  there  needs 
to  be  a  balance  in  what  we  provide 
to  our  very  diverse  membership.  We 
certainly  cannot  be  all  things  to  all 
members;  our  budget  simply 
wouldn't  allow  it.  But  the  officers 
and  governors  should  be  innovative 
and  flexible,  willing  to  listen  to  the 
ideas  of  any  member,  on  the  board 
or  not.  I’d  like  to  see  a  continuing 
column  in  the  TNA  News  for  jun¬ 
iors,  a  statewide  numismatic  re¬ 
search  award,  and  a  well-publicized 
TNA  Speaker’s  Bureau,  to  provide 
numismatic  presentations  to  com¬ 
munity  and  civic  organizations 
around  the  state.  We  need  to  act, 
however;  not  just  talk  about  it. 
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FOR  2ND  VICE  PRESIDENT:

10.  Dealer-Investor-Exhibitor;  11. 
Dealer-Collector-Exhibitor;  12.  In¬ 
vestor-Collector;  13.  Investor-Exhi¬ 
bitor;  14  Investor-Collector-Exhi¬ 
bitor;  15.  Collector-Exhibitor.

IDDI.  IDII,  IIDI  are  the  same  com¬ 
binations  for  Dealer-Investor. 

What  each  organization  must  do 
at  a  particular  time  in  its  life  is 
TOSS  the  dice  of  the  organization 
Everyone  wants  good  probability 
and  statistics.  The  key  issue  is 
INCREASE. 

Increase  Numismatic  Education, 
Increase  TNA  Membership; 

Increase  services  and  bettering 
relations  with  dealers; 

Increase  services  to  all  classes  of 
TNA  members. 

I  want  to  help  provide  the  leader¬ 
ship  necessary  to  increase  prestige 
and  membership  in  the  TNA.  Some 
of  the  things  that  I  propose  are: 

1.  Establish  a  fund  to  send  sev¬ 
eral  YN’s  to  TNA  annual  conven 
tions;  where  they  can  work  and 
learn  simultaneously 

2.  Establish  a  plan  to  increase 
exhibiting  by  offering  a  trip  to  the 
ANA  annual  conventions  or  ANA 
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Summer  Seminar  for  the  best-of- 
show  winner  for  junior  and  or 
senior  exhibitors. 

3.  Establish  an  exhibitors  'Edu¬ 
cational  Forum'  at  the  TNA  annual 
conventions  led  by  past  TNA  best- 
of-show  winners.  They’ll  share 
ideas,  simple  strategies,  central 
themes,  and  give  an  overall  talk  on 
HOBBY  knowledge. 

4.  Establish  a  program  where 
dealers  can  concentrate  on  more 
profit  by  creating  an  increase  in 
demand  for  simple  collector  inves¬ 
tor  coins.  Make  a  TNA  dealer  list¬ 
ing  that  includes  their  speciality 
and  small  business  summary  print¬ 
ed  in  the  TNA  News  (not  adver¬ 
tisement)  at  least  twice  a  year.

Dear  TNA  members:  As  a  candi¬ 
date,  for  Governor  of  District  8,  I 
have  been  asked  to  respond  to  four 
questions.  However,  since  I  am  lim¬ 
ited  on  space,  I  will  try  to  consoli¬ 
date  some  of  these  points. 

Numismatic  education;  increas¬ 
ing  TNA  membership  and  increas¬ 
ing  services  to  all  TNA  members.  I 
think  that  by  being  an  active  gov¬ 
ernor,  by  this  I  mean  one  who  par¬ 
ticipates  in  all  the  area  clubs  and 
events  and  by  using  the  office  of 
governor  to  publicize  these  events 
and  to  bring  TNA  resources  and 
coordination  to  serve  the  clubs  as  a 
whole,  would  be  the  best  way  to 
increase  service.  As  governor  I 
would  improve  education  by  prog¬ 
rams  such  as  the  POLICE  I 1EPART— 
MENT  RECOVERY  EDUCATION 
PROGRAM;  also  by  implementing 
programs  designed  for  school  child 


ren;  such  as  slides  and  materials 
that  can  be  lent  to  schools  or  I  could 
arrange  a  time  to  talk  in  person  to 
the  children;  also  a  start  up  prog¬ 
ram  where  starter  kits  are  given  to 
youth  who  show  an  interest  in  num- 
ismatics,  in  order  to  spur  this  inter 
est.  Only  by  being  active  and  crea¬ 
tive  can  a  governor  serve  his  dist¬ 
rict  and  by  listening  to  the  coll¬ 
ectors  problems  and  wants.  The 
only  reason  a  collector  will  join  an 
organization,  is  if  there  is  some 
benefit  to  them,  and  the  governor 
has  the  responsibility  to  know  what 
that  is.  1  feel  that  1  know  some  of 
these  problems  and  I  will  always  he 
available  to  listen  and  work  with 
the  membership.  This  is  the  only 
way  to  increase  membership  and 
interest,  that  is,  to  give  benefits  to 
TNA  members  not  to  act  as  a  figure¬ 
head. 

As  for  increasing  services  with 
dealers,  how  about  working  with 
their  organization  the  TEXAS 
COIN  DEALERS  ASSOCIA¬ 
TION?  That  is  a  simplistic  sent¬ 
ence  but  it  says  it  all.  Being  a  small 
dealer  I  know  that  matters  which 
are  complicated  in  nature  should  be 
left  to  those  who  are  professional, 
but  there  are  a  couple  of  areas 
which  would  benefit  both  dealers 
and  members  if  TNA  supported; 
and  coordinated  lobbying  efforts 
“such  as  the  sales  tax  issue"  with 
TCDA,  also  coordinating  a  state¬ 
wide  show  calendar. 

All  the  things  I  have  talked  about 
are  service,  and  by  giving  collectors 
this  service,  membership  will  pick 
up.  Let’s  not  forget  our  current 
membership,  we  must  show  a  strong 
interest  in  their  needs  because 
without  their  support  TNA  would 
not  exist  and  grow.

THE  COINS  OF  ANCIENT  GREECE 


The  story  began  in  the  rough  hills 
and  scraggy  peninsulas  bordering 
the  northeastern  shore  of  the  Medi¬ 
terranean.  Here,  thousands  of  years 
ago,  wandering  tribes  began  to  es¬ 
tablish  communities  based  on  sim¬ 
ple  farming,  herding  and  fishing. 
Because  of  the  hostile  terrain,  these 
isolated  communities  kept  their  in¬ 
dependence  and  during  the  centur¬ 
ies  grew  into  city-states,  each  uni¬ 
que,  but  part  of  a  greater  people  and 
heritage  which  would  be  called 
Greeks. 

These  Greeks  produced  great 
thinkers  and  soldiers.  They  mas¬ 
tered  math,  science,  visual  and 
literary  arts,  and  developed  mili¬ 
tary  techniques  which  helped  to 


preserve  their  culture.  Perhaps  their 
greatest  achievements  were  that  of 
open  debate,  free  speech,  voting  and 
self  rule.  They  practiced  democracy 
while  the  world  around  them  was 
controlled  by  Pharoahs,  emperors 
and  petty  kings. 

The  Greek  culture  also  produced 
an  immense  wealth  of  myths  and 
legends  telling  of  muses,  gods  and 
spirits.  These  forces  controlled 
everything  from  the  rising  of  the 
sun  to  implanting  love  in  the  hearts 
of  Greek  youth. 

As  their  civilization  grew,  they 
took  advantage  of  the  natural  min¬ 
eral  wealth  to  strike  silver  and  gold 
coins.  Most  city-states  issued  their 
own  coins.  These  coins  were  a

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source  of  civic  pride.  A  common 
practice  arose  of  portraying  an 
animal  on  one  side  of  the  coin.  The 
animal  may  have  been  native  to  the 
region,  or  may  have  figured  in  some 
local  legend,  or  perhaps  was  the 
favorite  animal  of  the  patron  diety 
of  the  city. 

The  most  famous  of  these  is  the 
owl,  the  symbol  of  Athena,  the 
patron  goddess  of  the  city  of 
Athens.  Images  of  the  owl  were 
found  not  only  on  coins,  but  served 
as  a  seal  of  authority  on  official 
documents  of  the  city. 

For  centuries  the  coins  of  Athens 
were  a  standard  in  the  Greek  world 
and  circulated  as  a  standard 
throughout  many  parts  of  the 
world. 

The  owl  was  again  used  in  mod¬ 
ern  Greece  on  the  10  Lepta  of  1912 
and  the  one  and  two  drachma 
struck  in  1973. 

Another  animal  used  on  ancient 
and  modern  Greek  coins  was  the 
bull.  It  appeared  on  some  tetrad- 
rachms  of  Macedonia  and  some 
coins  of  Mycenia.  The  bull  was  a 
favorite  animal  of  Zeus,  the  king  of 
the  gods.  Often  he  would  assume  its 
form  for  some  of  his  adventures.

Grover  was  in  surgery  for 
nine  hours.

The  animals  appearing  on  the 
coins  of  ancient  Greece  did  not 
always  represent  strength,  skill  or 
grace  Bees,  roosters,  swans,  goats 
and  donkeys  were  also  subjects  of 
Greek  coin  designs. 

The  town  of  Mende  in  Macedonia 
was  famous  for  its  wine  so  it  was 
associated  with  the  minor  god  Dio¬ 
nysus.  The  donkey  was  the  favorite 
animal  of  this  fun  loving  god  and  in 
many  legends  he  is  portrayed  as 
riding  the  animal.  So  the  people  of 
Mende  put  the  donkey  on  their 
coins. 

The  earliest  coinage  of  Greece 
was  probably  struck  at  Aegina.  The 
silver  coins  of  Aegina,  like  those  of 
Athens,  became  a  standard  in  the 
Hellenic  world.  Aegina  honored 
Aphrodite  as  its  protector  and  as 
such  chose  the  turtle,  a  favorite 
animal  of  Aphrodite,  as  a  design  on 
its  coins.  The  earliest  designs  from 
Aegina  were  of  a  sea  turtle  but  later 
designs  show  a  land  turtle. 

The  portrayal  of  animals  and 
legends  on  the  coinage  of  ancient 
Greece  give  a  tremendous  insight  to 
the  people  and  culture  upon  which 
so  much  of  western  civilization  was 
built.

The  TNA  convention  might  be  a 
good  time  to  get  reacquainted  with 
the  hobby,  especially  if  you’ve  been 
a  little  ambivalent  about  it  recently. 
What  with  11  mint-state  grades, 
slabbing,  the  large  number  of  offi¬ 
cial  and  not-so-official  commemora- 
tives  being  promoted,  it’s  no  wonder 
that  many  of  us  seem  to  be  drifting 
with  little  or  no  collecting  objectives 
in  mind. 

Remember  how  exciting  it  used  to 
be  to  fill  in  those  dates  you  needed 
in  your  dime,  quarter  or  half  dollar 
collection?

Now  may  be  a  good  time  to  reacti¬ 
vate  and  rejuvenate  your  interests 
or,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  begin  collect¬ 
ing  in  a  new  series  or  area.  How 
about  beginning  a  collection  of  er¬ 
rors,  numismatic  medals  or  depres¬ 
sion  scrip?  New  interests  =  new 
literature  =  new  knowledge  -  new 
acquisitions  =  relaxation  and  plea¬ 
sure. 


Or,  how  about  joining  one  of  the 
numismatic  specialist  groups?  Ear¬ 
ly  American  Coppers,  the  Civil  War 
Token  Society  and  Bust  Half  Nut 
Club  are  only  three  of  the  many 
who  would  welcome  your  new  inter¬ 
ests,  recommend  literature,  and  put 
you  in  contact  with  other  collectors 
in  the  field. 

One  series  you  might  try  to  put 
together  is  the  complete  set  of  TNA 
convention  medals.  Even  the  rela¬ 
tively  inexpensive  bronze  pieces  are 
becoming  scarce.  Try,  for  example, 
to  find  a  1969  or  1970  issue.  Frank 
Galindo,  the  Medals  Officer,  has 
plenty  of  the  more  recent  ones  for 
sale  directly  from  TNA.  but  the  ear¬ 
lier  ones  are  becoming  very  scarce.

At  any  rate,  the  TNA  convention 
is  a  good  place  to  kick  off  those  new 
interests  or  reactivate  old  ones.  Well 
over  100  dealers  will  be  attending, 
many  of  whom  will  have  the  coins, 
tokens,  medals  or  paper  items  you 
want.  I  hope  to  see  as  many  of  you 
there  as  possible.  Look  for  me  where 
the  token  dealers  are  or  at  one  of  the 
TNA  membership  activities  I’ll  be 
attending.

1989  TNA  Medal 

(Enlarged) 


Members,  this  month's  message 
will  focus  on  our  new  1989  TNA 
convention  medal.  The  theme  of  the 
medal  is  “Texas  Heritage."  To  sym¬ 
bolize  our  roots,  the  three  dominant 
groups  of  early  Texas  are  depicted 
on  the  obverse  of  the  medal.  These 
early  Texans  settled,  nurtured  and 
tamed  so  much  of  Texas,  which  was 
in  its  primitive  stages.  The  three 
early  groups  worked  diligently, 


each  in  its  own  way,  to  form  and 
cultivate  a  land  of  opportunity  for 
all  settlers. 

In  1536  when  Cabeza  de  Vaca 
trudged  across  Texas,  he  was  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  present-day  city  of  El 
Paso.  He  visited  the  Indian  pueblos 
along  the  Rio  Grande  and  wrote  the 
earliest  description  of  the  people 
who  lived  here:  "They  have  the  fin 
est  persons  of  any  people  we  saw.  of 
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the  greatest  activity  and  strength, 
who  best  understood  us  and  intelli¬ 
gently  answered  our  inquiries.  We 
called  them  the  cow  nation,  because 
most  of  the  cattle  (buffaloes)  are 
killed  and  slaughtered  in  their 
neighborhood,  and  along  up  that 
river  for  over  fifty  leagues  they  des¬ 
troy  great  numbers."  Although  Ca- 
beza  de  Vaca  explored  the  region 
where  El  Paso  is  now  situated  he 
did  not  proclaim  the  land  as  a  Span¬ 
ish  possession. 

In  1598  the  Spanish  explorer 
Juan  de  Onate  took  formal  posses¬ 
sion  of  the  land  around  El  Paso, 
proclaiming  the  country  as  Spanish 
territory  and  property  of  King 
Philip  II  of  Spain.  He  reached  the 
crossing  of  the  Rio  Grande  on  May 
4,  1598,  and  named  it  El  Paso  del 
Norte,  “the  Pass  of  the  North." 

The  obverse  of  the  medal  shows 
an  Indian,  a  Spaniard,  and  a  Texas 
cowboy.  In  the  background,  moun¬ 


tains  stand  as  silent  sentinels 
watching  over  El  Paso.  The  city  lies 
directly  under  the  crumbling  face  of 
Comanche  Peak.  At  the  top  above 
the  three  men  are  the  words,  “El 
Paso  del  Norte."  at  the  bottom  the 
words  "Texas  Heritage”  complete 
the  design.  The  reverse  of  the  medal 
features  the  new  TNA  logo. 

The  1989  TNA  convention  medal 
sets  are  $30.00  each  plus  $2.25  each 
for  postage  and  insurance.  The 
bronze  medals  are  $2.50  each  plus 
fifty  cents  each  for  postage  and 
handling.  Please  make  your  checks 
or  money  orders  payable  to  TNA. 
All  checks  must  clear  before  the 
medals  are  mailed.  All  medal  sets 
will  be  mailed  after  the  TNA  con¬ 
vention  in  El  Paso. 

I  hope  you  will  attend  TNA's  31st 
convention  and  participate  in  the 
activities.  Until  next  time,  order 
your  medals  as  soon  as  possible.

HOW  TO  SELL  YOUR  COINS

As  a  collector  you  have  enjoyed 
the  beauty,  historical  meaning,  and 
a  sense  of  personal  satisfaction  that 
comes  with  coin  collecting.  (Or  at 
least  you  should  have.)  Have  you 
ever  given  any  thought  to  the  in¬ 
vestment  aspect  that  numismatics 
provides?  Did  you  know  that  most 
coins  have  out  performed  tradition¬ 
al  forms  of  investments? 

Investment  involves  buying  and 
selling,  and  here  we  will  talk  about 
selling.  When  selling  coins,  you 
should  be  very  discriminating  in 
selecting  your  buyer.  You  want  to  be 
sure  that  you  are  getting  the  best 
possible  deal  for  your  coins. 

To  whom  do  I  sell  to?  How  do  I  go 
about  doing  it?  These  are  very  com¬ 
mon  and  important  questions  that  a 
collector  might  ask.  And  here  are 
some  general  options  open  to  you, 
the  seller. 

1.  You  can  sell  them  to 
another  private  collector. 

2.  You  can  sell  them  at  a 
public  coin  auction. 

3.  You  can  offer  your 
coins  to  a  local  coin  shop. 


When  selling  your  coins  to  a  pri¬ 
vate  collector,  you  can  sell  them  at 
full  retail  price.  This  method  is  good 
if  you  have  a  rather  small  quantity 
to  dispose  of,  and  are  under  little 
time  pressure  to  complete  the  tran¬ 
saction.  Doing  this  usually  involves 
advertising  your  coins  for  sale  in 
newspapers  or  other  publications. 
In  this  case,  it  will  be  necessary  for 
you  to  have  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  coin  market.  Most  collectors  will 
be  interested  in  buying  only  one.  Or 
at  best,  a  few  of  your  coins.  How¬ 
ever,  if  you  do  find  enough  private 
collectors  and  eventually  sold  all  of 
your  coins,  you  may  be  able  to  real¬ 
ize  a  higher  final  selling  price  than 
you  would  receive  from  a  dealer. 

To  summarize: 

You  will  need  to  advertise  and 
pay  for  the  cost  of  one  or  several 
advertisements.  Selling  in  this 
fashion  is  slow,  piece-by-piece  work 
with  several  weeks  or  more  passing 
before  you  can  sell  all  of  your  coins. 

Next  month,  we  will  discuss  sel¬ 
ling  coins  at  auction  and  selling  to 
dealers.
